grant,  Matthias,  who  sett 
led  in  Groton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  about 
1664,  to  the 
present  gen¬ 
eration. 
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THE  FARNSWORTH  FAMILY

Matthias  Farnsworth  was  one  of 
the  original  settlers  of  Groton, 
Maes.,  settling  there  about  1664. 

Matthias  (l),  the  Pioneer,  of 
Lynn  and  Groton,  Mass.,  was  born 
about  1612.  He  died  January  21, 
1688,  leaving  a  will  dated  January 
15,  1688-9,  wherein  he  calls  himself 
"about  77  years  of  age."  His  wife, 
who  survived  him  many  years,  dying 
in  1717,  was  probably  much  younger 
than  he;  for,  as  his  daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth  ho  married  James  Robinson  of 
Groton)  was  born  in  1647,  and  his 
last  child,  Joseph,  was  born  in 
1678,  if  Mary  Farr  was  the  mother  of 
all  his  children,  she  must  have 
borne  them  during  a  period  extending 
over  31  years,  which  is  possible  but 
hardly  probable.  The  presumption  is 

that  he  had  married  and  lost  one 
wife  before  marrying  Mary  Farr.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  George  Farr  of 
Lynn,  Massachusetts.

JONATHAN  {2)  FaRNS  WORTH,  the 
sixth  son  and  tenth  child  of  Matth- 
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ias  {l),  was  bom  June  1,  1675,  in 
Groton,  Mass.,  in  an  exceedingly 
troubled  time.  Within  three  weeks 
of  his  birth,  King  Philip's  war 
broke  out,  in  which  the  first  battle 
was  fought  at  Swansey,  Mass.,  on  the 
20th  of  June,  1675.  Within  nine 
months  afterwards  —  it  was  the  2d 
of  March,  1676,-  the  savages  attack¬ 
ed  Groton,  burned  nearly  every 
dwelling  house  in  the  town,  and  all 
the  inhabitants  fled  for  safety  to 
Concord.  There  Jonathan  spent  two 
years  of  his  infancy,  the  child  of 
refugees,  among  strangers,  where  the 
family  lived  as  best  it  could. 

When  those  terrible  years  were 
past,  the  family  returned  to  Groton, 
and  rebuilt  -its  homestead,  taking 
the  chance  of  further  attacks  by  the 
Indians  who,  some  years  later,  again 
fell  upon  the  settlement.  Thus,  all 
his  early  life  was  passed  amid  perils, 
and  privations.  His  father  died 
when  he  was  but  thirteen  years  old, 
and  all  his  later  training  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  his  mother,  who  appears 
to  have  guided  him  with  intelligence 
arid  fidelity. 

In  1698  he  married  Ruth  Shat- 
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tuck,  daughter  of  John  and  Ruth 
^Whitney)  Shattuck,  of  Watertown. 

Jonathan  ^2)  Farnsworth  lived 
in  the  southern  part  of  Groton,  not 
far  from  Prescott’s  "Old  Mill,"  per¬ 
haps  on  the  land  before  described 
which  was  assigned  to  his  father. 

That  part  of  Groton  was  ,  on  the 
incorporation  of  Harvard,  1732,  made 
a  part  of  the  new  town.  Among  the 
heads  of  families  then  set  off,  were 
Jonathan  Jr.;  Jeremiah,  Ephraim, 
Reuben  and  Daniel  Farnsworth,  all  of 
whom  were  petitioners  for  the  change. 
He  "owned  the  covenant"  with  the 
church  in  Groton,  September  21,  1707, 
and  Ruth,  his  wife,  united  with  it 
October  9,  1715.  They,  with  their 
son  Jonathan  Jr.,  were  dismissed 
from  that  church  wind  "recommended  to 
lie  the  foundations  of  the  church  of 
Harvard"  September  14,  1733.  He  led 
the  quiet  life  of  &  farmer  in  that 
town  all  his  mature  years,  and  died 
there  June  16,  1749.  The  births  of 
his  children  were  recorded  in  Groton. 

RUTH  t WHITNEY)  SHATTUCK 
FARNSWORTH.  '  ' 

At  this  point  it  is  fitting  to 
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say  something  of  Ruth  S hat tuck, • wife 
of  Jonathan  ^3)  Farnsworth.  Her 
father  was  the  son  of  William  (l) 

Shat tuck,  born  in  England  in  1631  or 
1633,  died  in  Watertown,  Mass., 

August  14,  1673.  Her  mother,  Ruth, 
was  a  grand -daughter  of  the  pioneer, 
John1[l)  Whitney  of  Watertown.  Her 
grandmother  was  Ruth  Reynolds,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  pioneer  Robert  (l)  Rey¬ 
nolds. 

William  ^l)  Shattuck  was  a  wea¬ 
ver,  and  in  addition  to  his  trade, 
also  engaged  in  agriculture.  His 
name  appears  in  the  list  of  proprie¬ 
tors  of  Watertown,  made  about  1643, 
twelve  years  after  its  settlement, 
although  he  was  but  twenty  years  of 
age.  He  lived  in  Watertown  about 
thirty  years  and  acquired  a  large 
property  for  those  times.  His 
nhomes>alln  there  was  between  that 
of  John  Clough  and  William  Perry. 

He  added  to  hie  original  holdings  by 
purchase  and  grants.  He  bought  John 
Clough^  place  July  4,  1654,  includ¬ 
ing  house,  garden  and  30  acres  of 
land  on  Common  Hill,  south  of  the 
present  site  of  Wellington  Hill 
station  of  the  Fitchburgh  Railroad, 
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east  of  Common  Street,  leading  to 
Watertown  village.  He  moved  to 
Boston  in  1652,  but  returned  to 

Watertown  in  1654,  where  he  held  a 
very  respectable  position  in  society 
Ohe  of  his  descendants,  Lemuel 
Shattuck,  erected  a  monument  over 
hi s  grave  at  Watertown  in  1853,  in 
honor  of  the  emigrant  and  his  son, 

John  Shattuck,  who  died  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  his  country.  The  atone 
erected  ie  in  the  Arlington  Street 
cemetery  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  just 
west  of  .Vt.  Auburn  cemetery.  The 

old  stone  erected  over  William's 
grave  is  still  standing,  and  while 
very  black  tie  inscription  may 
still  be  read.  It  is:

This  stone  is,  of  course,  very,  very 
old,  and  has  the  old-style  border 
with  little  ornamental  work  around 
it.  The  new  stone,  at  the  left  of 
this  one,  is  white  with  square  cor¬ 
ners,  and  bears  the  following  in¬ 
scription: 

To  perpetuate  the  memory  of 
William  Shattuck 
who  died  . in  Watertown 
Aug.  11,  1672,  aged  50 
The  progenitor  of  the  race 
that  have  borne  his  name 
in  America 
And  his  son 
John  Shattuck 
who  was  drowned 
in  Charlestown  Ferry 
Sept.  11,  1675,  aged  28 
This  simple  Memorial 
was  erected  in  1?52,  by 
Lemuel  Shattuck 

who  holds  in  grateful  veneration 
tbs  character  of 
the  puritan  fathers  of 
New  England. 

John  ^2)  Shattuck,  eldest  son 
and  third  child  of  William  ^l)  and 
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Susanna  Shattuck,  was  born  in 
Watertown,  February  11,  1647,  He 
had  lands  granted  to  him  in  Groton, 
Mass*  in  1664,  but  it  does  not  ap¬ 
pear  that  he  waa  an  inhabitant  of 
that  town  for  any  length  of  time,  if 
at  all,  Hs  was:*  a  carpenter  and  re¬ 
sided  principally  in  the  Middle  Dis¬ 
trict  — the  present  village  of  Water- 
town—  where  he  was  employed  by  the 
town  in  1669,  and  subsequently  to 
keep  the  town  mill,  then  situated  .. 
near  the  present  bridge  leading  to 
Newton  Corner,  In  1675,  the  year  of 
the  outbreak  of  King  Philip's  war,  J 

John  Shattuck  was  appointed  sergeant 
in  Captain  Richard  Beer's  Company, 
which  proceeded  to  Hadley,  Hearing 
that  Squawkeague,  now  Northfield, 
had  been  attacked,  they  marched  to 
its  relief  September  4,  1675,  and 
while  on  their  route  were  ambushed 
by  a  large  force  of  Indians  and 
twenty  of  the  thirty-six  men  of  the 
company,  including  Captain  Beers, 
were  killed.  Sergeant  Shattuck  was 
one  of  the  sixteen  who  escaped  and 
was  immediately  dispatched  as  a  mes¬ 
senger  to  make  the  lonesome  and  per¬ 
ilous  journey  to  Boston  to  acquaint 
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the  Governor  of  the  colony  with  the 
result  of  the  expedition.  In  ten 
days  he  arrived  safely  at  Charles¬ 
town  but,  while  crossing  the  ferry 
the  boat,  overloaded  with  horses  and 
other  freight,  was  upset  by  the  waves 
and  foundered.  Shattuck  was  the  only 
man  drowned  by  the  accident. 

He  married,  June  20,  1664,  Ruth 
Whitney,  born  to  John  {2)  Whitney, 
son  of  John  fl)  Whitney  and  Ruth 
Reynolds,  daughter  of  Robert  Rey¬ 
nolds  of  Wethersfield,  Watertown  and 
Boston,  on  April  15,  1645.  To  them 
were  born  four  children,  John,  Ruth, 
William  end  Samuel, 

After  the  death  of  John  Shattuck 
his  wife  married  again,  on  March  6, 
1667,  Enoch  Lawrence,  In  1678  they 
moved  to  Gkoton,  with  several  of  his 
relatives,  at  the  resettlement  of 
that  town,  taking  with  them  the  four 
children  by  her  first  husband,  and 
probably  occupied  the  land  granted 
to  John  Shattuck  in  1664. 

From  this  family  the  Shattucka 
in  Groton  and  Fepperell  originated. 

Mr.  Lawrence  died  September  28, 

1774,  aged  nearly  ninety-five  years. 

The  date  of  Ruth  Whitney  S hat- 

tuck's  death  is  not  known. 
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Ruth  '(Whitney)  Shattuck,  wife 
of  John  {Z)  Shattuck,  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  \Z)  Whitney,  and  his 
wife,  Ruth  Reynolds  Whitney,  pioneer 
settler  of  Watertown,  Mass.  She  was 
their  second  child,  born  April  15, 

1645.  She  married  June  20,  1664, 

John  {z)  Shattuck.  John  ^2)  and  Ruth 
Whitney  were  t lie  parents  of  ten 
children,  John,  Ruth,  Nathaniel, 
Samuel,  Wary,  Joseph,  Sarah,  Eliea- 
beth,  Hannah,  and  Benjamin.  Through 
the  youngest  son,  Benjamin,  were  de¬ 
scended  the  family  of  Whitneys  who, 
for  geherations  have  been  prominent 

in  the  affairs  of  Watertown.  The 
ancestral  home  is  "The  Elms,”  on  Min 
Street  on  the  Waltham  or  Worcester 
road,  a  large  colonial  house  of  red 

brick  with  white  trimmings,  surround¬ 
ed  by  spacious  grounds  with  tall, 
stately  trees  that  give  it  its  name. 

This  was  formerly  the  home  of  the 
first  wife  of  James  Russell  Lowell, 
Maria  White,  daughter  of  Abijah 
White j  a  gifted  woman,  who  collabora¬ 
ted  with  her  husband  in  his  writing. 
The  avenue  that  forme  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Whitney  estate  is 
still  known  as  White's  Avenue,  The 
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Whitneys  of  Watertown  are  known  in 
business  circles  as  pa^er  manufactur¬ 
ers  and  members  of  the  firm  of 
Holl ingsworth  A-  Whitney,  extensive 
promoters  of  the  paper  bag  industry. 

The  line  from  Benjamin  (3)  is 
as  follows: —  John  14),  Ezekiel  (5), 
Exekiel  {6),  Leonard  \7) ,  Sr.,  the 
first  manufacturer  of  paper  bags  in 
the  United  States,  Leonard  Jr.  (8),- 
Arthur  Herbert  {9),  and  Harold  Os¬ 
good  ^10),  the  present  occupant, 
father  of  two  children,  Famela  Ann 
and  Russell  Arthur. 


SIjwEOW  {3)  KARhS.nOP.TH,  the  tenth 
son  of  Jonathan  ^2)  and  Ruth  Whitney 
Farnsworth,  was  born  July  13,  1718, 
probably  in  Harvard,  Mass.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Martha  Hall  on  May  28,  1744,  and 
to  them  were  born  children  at  Harvard, 
There  3he  died  May  7,  1754,  aged  34. 

He  married  for  his  second  wife 
^date  not  known)  Lucy  Atherton,  who 
survived  him  and  died  May,  1823,  aged 
88  years.  They  resided  in  Harvard 
until  the  spring  of  1781,  when  they 
removed  to  Washington,  New  Hampshire, 
settling  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from 


Washington  Centre,  near  toillen  Pond, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  some  of  hia 
children  who  had  several  years  pre¬ 
viously  settled  there.  He  died 
there  March  21,  1805. 

During  his  residence  in  Wash¬ 
ington  he  lived  the  quiet  life  of  a 
farmer.  He  was  the  father  of  17 
children.

"Simeon  Farnsworth’s  sitting

In  a  reseating  of  the  same 
meetinghouse  "Simeon  Farnsworth  has 
Fourth  Seat  Below."  {Id.  p,  199,) 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee 
in  Reseating  the  meeting  house,  Jan, 
2,  1775,  Simeon  Farnsworth  comes  in 
"Third  Seat  Below," 

The  foregoing  quotations  show 
that  Simeon  Farnsworth's  standing 
in  the  community  and  in  tbs  church 
was  improving,  as  from  year  to  year 
as  the  pews  were  bid  off  we  find 
him  "one  ahead"  each  year.  Not  only 
was  his  financial  standing  evinced 
by  this  seating,  but  his  spiritual 
standing  as  well. 
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Martha  Hall,  Simeon’s  first  wife, 
was  the  daughter  of  Robert  {3)  Sloan 
Hall  — Thomas  {2),  James  ^l) —  who 
married  Ann  King  of  Illinois;  to  them 
were  born  ten  children:  James,  Mary, 
Chalmers,  Amanda,  Elizabeth,  Matilda, 
Martha,  Caroline,  Electa,  and  Rev. 
Robert  M. ,  who  married  Elva  Hall. 

Martha's  grandfather,  James  Hall, 
of  Scotcb-Irish  descent,  was  the  son 
of  Hugh  Hall  and  was  born  in  Ireland 
in  1705.  In  1?30  he  married  his  cou¬ 
sin  Prudence,  daughter  of  Janies  Roddy 
who  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1710.  The 
names  of  James  Roddy  and  Hugh  Hall 
appear  on  the  first  assessment  list 
of  Donegal  township,  Lancaster,  now 
Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1723. 


Lucy  Atherton  Farnsworth  was  the 

mother  of  most  of  Simeon’s  children,

The  Atherton  family  were  prom¬ 
inent  in  colonial  history.  In  the 
Vital  Records  of  Norton,  Mass,  is 
the  name  of  Consider  Atherton,  and 
birth  of  his  son  Humphrey,  afterwards 
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known  as  Major  Humphrey  Atherton  of 
Boston,  before  whom,  as  a  public 
servant,  many  early  marriages  were 
performed.  {Dated  Jan.  26,  1672.) 

SIMEON  JR»  {2),  born  September 
24,  1746,  married  Ellen  Ellenwood 
of  Lyndeboro,  N.  H.  Hs  was  an  early 
adventurer  from  Harvard,  Mass,  to 
Washington,  N.  H. ,  and  in  1776  was, 
with  others,  a  petitioner  to  the  New 
Hampshire  legislature  for  the  incor¬ 
poration  of  the  territory  then  known 
as  Camden.  The  result  was  the  leg¬ 
islature  incorporated  the  town  and 
gave  it  the  name  "Washington."  This 
was  perhaps  the  earliest  town  to  be 
given  the  name  of  the  "Father  of  his 
country,"  who  was  then  at  the  dt^wn 

of  his  glorious  career  as  a  leader 
of  the  recently  revolted  colonies. 
Simeon  made  choice  of  land  lying  to 
the  east  of  John  Saf ford’s  farm  and 
built  his  hou so  on  the  Marlow  road  • 

• 

about  one-half  mile  from  the  center 
village. 

Simeon  was  by  trade  a  carpenter. 
In  1841  he  helped  to  found  the  Sev¬ 
enth  Day  Adventist  church  at  Wash¬ 
ington.  He  died  at  the  age  of  46, 
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leaving  a  wife  {Lucy)  and  several 
children,  Chie  son,  Daniel,  settled 
at  the  northwest  of  Millen's  Pond 
and  died  there.  One  daughter,  Lydia 
married  Mr.  John  Shedd,  and  was  the 
mother  of  Miss  Sarah  Shedd,  the 
donor  of  the  free  town  library  at 
Washington, 

His  grandsons,  William  {5)  and 
Cyrus  K,  (5)  Farnsworth,  in  1886, 
were  very  prominent  and  respected 
citizens  of  the  town.

Hs  probably  went  to 
Washington  in  1774.  Hs  was  an  w inn¬ 
holder,”  and  resided  near  Freezeland 
pond.  After  his  death  his  widow 
married  Samuel  Hurd  of  Newport,  New 
Hampshire,  on  March  28,  1799,  as 
his  second  wife.  She  died  in  1825. 

JOSEPH  {4),  born  May,  1754; 

married  Mary  . . ..,  a  resident  of 

Washington,  and  about  1785  moved  to 
Wethersfield,  Vermont,  where  he  died.

SAMUEL  (4),  born  January  16, 
1762;  married  Obtober  23,  1788, 
Elizabeth  Goodwin.  They  went  to 
South  Carolina,  and  died  there. 
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BELIEF  (4),  born  January,  1765; 
married  Ebenezer  Davis,  son  of  Jos- 
iah;  he  was  born  July  8,  1757,  in 
Harvard,  As  early  as  1779  he  moved 
.to  Washington  and  resided  in  the  moun¬ 
tain  district  near  the  residence  of 
Captain  Moses  Dinsmore.  He  served 
three  months  in  the  Revolutionary 
war  and  was  stationed  with  the  re¬ 
serve  force  on  Winter  Hill  during  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  His  wife  died 
March  14,  1825,  and  he  soon  afterward 
moved  to  Boston,  where  he  married 
for  his  second  wife  a  widow  Hopkins, 

He  died  in  1833  or  1834, 

DAVID  {4),  born  April,  1766; 
married  November  29,  1787,  Betsey 
French,  ( daughter  of  Elijah  ana  Mary 
(Clark)  French),  born  1768  and  di^d 
July  19,  1843.  He  married  for  his 
second  wife  Mary  Barden  Hardy  of 
Stoddard,  New  Hampshire,  He  died 
June  30,  1854,  with  no  issue.  He 
resided  at  the  village  at  the  center 
of  the  town  and  built  a  large,  brick 
house  where  J.  Henry  Newman  was  liv¬ 
ing  in  1886.  Hb  was  generally  known 
as  Deacon  Farnsworth,  being  one  of 
the  first  members  of  and  a  Doacon  in 
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the  Universalist  church  which  was 
organized  in  1799.  When  the  Seventh 
Day  Adventist  church  was  founded  in 
1841  he,  with  Simeon  Farnsworth, 

was  among  the  founders.  David  was 
also  during  his  lifetime  Moderator, 

2nd  Selectman  and  Representative, 
these  offices  ranging  from  1810  to 
1842.  In  1853  he  was  again  chosen 

Representative,  but  his  seat  was 

contested  and  given  to  another.  He 

also  served  on  the  school  committee. 

SARAH  (4),  who  died  in  infancy, 

DANIEL  (4),  baptised  April  9, 
1769;  married  at  Andover,  Mass.  on 
June  25,  1798,  Sarah  Holt  of  Sharon, 
Vermont  (in  the  Holt  genealogy  her 
name  is  given  as  Nancy).  She  died 
October  27,  1915,  and  Daniel  married 
for  his  second  wife  Phebe  Carlisle 
of  Walpole,  New  Hampshire,  and  after 
her  death  he  again  married  Christena 
Keyes  of  Asworth.  He  lived  in  Wash¬ 
ington  on  the  Marlow  road;  his  home 
is  now  known  as  the  "Barden  Flace." 

He  died  July  10,  1857. 

REUBEN  (4),  born  August,  1771; 
married  May  20,  1800,  Hannah  (Proctor) 
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Danforth  of  Washington,  who  was  born 
March  21,  1777,  and  died  November 
15,  1343.  Reuben  died  September  2, 
1342. 

SARAH  (4),  who  married  Timothy 
Davis,  residence  Washington. 

FATTY  (4),  married  James  Smith 
and  lived  in  Washington  ana  Walpole, 
New  Hampshire.

”STEPHl.N  FARNSWORTH,  a  son  of 
Simeon  Jr.,  and  grandson  of  the  first 
Simoon  who  emigrated  to,  and  settled 
at  'Washington,  N.  H. ,  had  a  family 
that  deserves  mention.  His  youngest 
son,  Orrin,  born  May  16,  1831,  was, 
at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  of  the 
Rebellion,  engaged  in  business  in  a 
hotel  in  New  Orleans,  He  at  once 
gave  up  his  situation  and  returned  to 
his  native  place  in  Vermont,  where  he 
enlisted  in  the  Third  Vermont  Regi¬ 
ment  of  Infantry.  He  served  in  it 
until  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg, 
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May  4,  1863,  when  he  was  wounded  and 
died  of  hi6  wounds  four  days  after, 

May  8,  1863. 

Orrin  Edward  Farnsworth,  a 
grandson  of  Stephen,  served  as  a  vol¬ 
unteer  in  the  war  of  the  Rebellion 
and  now  resides,  with  his  six  child¬ 
ren,  at  Hardman,  Oregon."  1 1 S91 ) 

"Calvin  Farnsworth,  another  son 
of  Stephen,  had  four  sons,  three  of 
whom  volunteered  for  service  during 

the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  The  eldest, 
Russell  Underwood,  enlisted  in  the 
Third  Vermont  Volunteers,  but  his 
health  failed  and  he  was  necessarily 
discharged. 

"The  second,  Silas  Quimby,  en¬

"The  third  of  his  sons,  Robert 
William  Carr,  born  at  Haverhill,  N. 

H.,  Feb.  20,  1S44,  enlisted  in  the 
Fourth  Vermont  Volunteers  and  event¬ 
ually  was  appointed  captain  of  a 
company  of  United  States  colored 
troops.  He  was  with  his  company  in 
a  battle  near  Pascagoula,  S.  C,,  in 
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which  he  was  very  severely  wounded 
in  his  hoax!  and  hip  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  on  account  of  these  disatili- 
ties  in  inarch,  1865,  ffc  thereupon 
engaged  in  study,  preparatory  to  the 
ministry.  In  1871-2  he  was  teacher 
of  Latin  in  the  Fort  Edward  Colleg¬ 
iate  Institute,  New  York.  He  after¬ 
ward  studied  theology  at  Boston 
University,  and  was  ordained  as  a 
minister  of  the  M.  E.  church  in  the 
New  England  Southern  conference  In 
1874.  In  that  year  and  the  next,  he 
was  stationed  in  the  North  church  at 
Fall  River,  foass.  In  1876-7  he  was 
stationed  at  the  Fourth  Street  church 
in  New  Bedford.  In  1879-80  he  served 
at  the  church  in  Banieleonville, 

Conn,  In  the  following  year  it  be¬ 
came  necessary  to  seek  a  milder  cl  inn¬ 
ate  and  he  was  transferred  to  south¬ 
ern  California,  where  he  filled  many 
important  appointments  in  his  church, 
besides  holding  the  office  of  presid¬ 
ing  elder.  In  1884  he  was  delegate 
to  the  General  Conference  from  the 
Southern  California  conference.  In 
the  meantime  he  was  appointed  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Theology  in  the  Univ¬ 
ersity  of  Southern  California,  which 
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position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  took  place  Jan.  3, 

1398,  at  Los  Angeles,  in  the  forty-  ' 
fourth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a 
man  of  great  natural  ability  that 
had  been  developed  by  careful  study. 
Had  he  lived  the  ordinary  term  of 
life,  he  might  reasonably  have  at¬ 
tained  an  exalted  position  and  repu¬ 
tation  in  his  denomination.  But 
his  health  was  permanently  injured 
by  his  service  in  the  war,  which 
eventually  led  to  his  premature 
demise." 

"Charles  H.  Farnsworth,  the 
only  other  son  of  Calvin,  born  Jan, 
19,  1864,  studied  theology  and  be¬ 
came  a  minister  of  the  M.  E.  church 
and  is  now  serving  in  that  capacity." 

"Calvin*s  only  remaining  child, 
Ellen  J.,  born  April  7,  1854,  mar-i 
ried  Sept,  25,  1872,  Rev.  0.  D.  Clapp 
of  Northfield,  Vt.,  a  minister  of 
the  to.

"Jeremy  Hoadley  Farnsworth, 
born  Oct.  22,  1822,  a  great  grandson 
of  the  same  Simeon  who  settled  at 
Washington,  N.  H. ,  is  a  clergyman 
of  the  Universal ist  church  and  in 
that  capacity  has  served  that  de-

in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  for  sev.- 
eral  years,  enlisting  from  Harvard, 
Mass.  Records  from  the  History  of 
Harvard  show  that  he  was  a  private 
under  Captain  Tavid  Nurse,  and  that 
they  were  paid  their  "continental 
wages,  sauce  and  mileage  and  Frize 
Money;  Two  Hundred  Forty-four  Pounds 
Twelve  Shillings  and  throe  Fence, 

Apr.  2,  1777." 

He  was  also  for  some  time  in 
the  company  of  Captain  Joshaa  Brown, 
Col,  Bigelow’s  regiment,  and  also  in 

Captain  Samuel  Hill's  company.  He 
served  three  years  in  Captain  Brown's 
company.  Evidently  he  enlisted  at 
the  very  start,  while  yet  almost  too

Francis  Cooke,  who  must  have  been 
born  after  August,  1583,  "dyed  7 
Aprill  1663  above  80."  On  June  30, 
1603,  at  Leyden,  Holland,  he  mar¬ 
ried  Hester  Mahieu,  of  French  par¬ 
entage;  and  the  record  of  the  mar¬ 
riage  gi ve 8  his  trade  as  woolcomber. 
Some  time  before  the  sailing  of  the 
"Mayflower"  Francis  had  taken  his 
wife  and  five  children  and  joined 
the  pilgrims  in  Holland. 

Leaving  Hester  and  the  children 
there  he  embarked  with  the  other 
pilgrims;  Hester  and  the  family 
joining  him  in  1623. 

Doubt less  after  his  arrival  in 
America  he  was  a  husbandman,  as 
there  is  not  evidence  that  he  had  a 
trade  and  both  his  sons  became  farm¬ 
ers.  Ho  was  not  dignified  by  the 
title  of  "Mr."  but  his  frequent 
service  on  the  grand  inquest  and 
trial  juries,  and  as  a  surveyor  of 
highways  makes  it  clear  that  he  was 
a  man  of  sound  judgment  and  had  the 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  com¬ 
munity.

Alden  (6)  Farnsworth,  while  born 
in  Washington,  N.  H. ,  evidently  lived 
a  considerable  part  of  his  life  in 
Vermont,  for  it  was  from  there  that 
he  enlisted  for  service  in  the  war  of 
1812,  serving  six  months  in  the  Ver¬ 
mont  Militia  under  Captain  Hiram 
Mason  and  Major  Storrs.  He  enlisted 
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February  11,  1313,  in  the  11th 
Regiment  of  United  States  Infantry, 
served  a6  corporal  under  Captains 
Benjamin  Egerton,  John  $f.  Weeks  and 
T.  Crooker  and  Colonel  Moody  Bedel; 
he  was  wounded  in  the  chest  at  the 
battle  of  Wil liamsburgh,  was  in  the 
battle  at  Fort  Erie  on  July  3,  1814, 
in  the  battles  of  Chippewa  and 

Bridgewater  and  in  August,  1814, 
during  the  assault  on  Fort  Erie,  Can¬ 
ada,  he  was  wounded  in  the  head  by 
the  explosion  of  a  bomb  from  the 
enemy;  he  was  discharged  February 
11,  1818,  from  the  6th  Regiment  of 
United  States  Infantry  by  Brevet 

Major  T.  Crooker.  He  then  enlisted 
as  sergeant  in  Captain  David  Ferry's 
Company  in  the  5th  Regiment  of  United 
States  Infantry  and  on  January  1 , 

1823,  was  discharged  from  that  reg¬ 
iment  by  Colonel  J.  Snel^ing,  for 
five  years'  service.  Oh  account  of' 

disability  resulting  from  wounds  in¬ 
curred  while  in  the  service,  he  was 
pensioned  from  July  15,  1835,  at 
which  time  he  was  living  at  Walden, 
Caledonia  County,  Vermont.  He  was 
also  in  the  battle  of  Plattsburgh. 
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As  we  have  gone  through  the 
records  in  a  search  for  Alden  Farns¬ 
worth,  it  is  very  interesting  to 
note  the  number  of  intermarriages 
between  the  Farnsworths  and  the  Dows: 
Simeon  Farnsworth  married  Eleanor 
Dow  in  1321;  Ira  Dow  married  Folly 
Farnsworth  in  1832;  Hu  Ida h  Farns¬ 
worth  married  William  K.  Dow  in  1858, 
There  are  other  marriages  between 
these  two  families. 

HULDAH  MARIA  {6)  FARNSWCRTHj 
born  May  6,  1828,  married  in  1858  or 
1859  William  Kingsley  Dow,  born  at 
Barnet,  Vermont,  OfctoLer  12,  1830, 

He  was  the  eldest  of  a  large  family 
of  children  and  the  son  of  Samuel 
Dow  and  Jeannette  Kingsley  Dow,  a 
native  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  who,  in 
later  life  lived  at  Greensboro,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  are  buried  in  the  White  law 
cemetery  at  thst  place.  When  a 
young  man  William  left  the  Vermont 
home,  first  settled  in  Lowell,  Mass, 
and  subsequently  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

At  different  times  for  a  number  of 
years  he  was  traveling  agent  for 
several  business  houses.  He  contin¬ 
ued  in  the  traveling  business,  but 
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removed  to  Chicago,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  for  three  years,  and  from 
thence  to  Clinton  Junction,  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  where  he  resided  for  eight  years. 
The  last  five  years  of  that  time  he 
was  in  the  grocery  business.  Follow¬ 
ing  the  death  of  his  wife,  he  sold  1 
his  business  and  his  house  and  lot 
and  went  to  Lincoln,  Nebraska*,  where 
he  opened  up  a  wholesale  and  retail 
cigar  business.  In  this  *Hs  was 
interested  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
May  4,  1877. 

To  William  and  Huldah  were  born 
two  sons  while  in  Buffalo,  William 
Kingsley  ^7)  and  Dexter  Douglass 
(7),  A  daughter,  Jeannette  Abigail 
{7),  was  born  during  their  residence 
in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  before 
their  removal  to  Wisconsin,  At 
Clinton,  on  November  10,  1875,  Hul¬ 
dah  Maria  ^8)  Farnsworth  Dow  died, 
William  then  took  his  two  young  sons 
with  him  to  Nebraska,  but  as  he  sur¬ 
vived  only  until  May  4,  1877,  the 
two  boys  were  returned  to  Vermont, 
where  Jeannette  had  preceded  them 
the  year  before, 

WILLIAM  {7)  KINGSLEY  DOW*  born 
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at  Buffalo,  New  York,  May  3,  1860, 
became  a  printer,  and  married  on 
March  2,  1890,  Minnie  A.  Glover  of 
Littleton,  New  Hampshire.  Att  the 
time  of  the  writing  of  this  history, 
he  is  employed  by  the  Western  Union 
at  Helena,  Montana,  having  moved  to 
that  city  in  1917,  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Helena  lodge  F.  C\  E. 

DEXTER  DOUGLASS  (7)  DOW,  born 
at  Buffalo,  New  York,  January  20, 
1863,  studied  law  with  the  firm  of 
Bingham,  Mitchell  &  Batchellor,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  in  1893,  having  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  College  in  1889.  He  fitted 
for  college  at  St.  Johnsbury  Academy, 
graduating  in  June  of  1835.  Immed¬ 
iately  after  his  admittance  to  the 
bar  he  was  appointed  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Grafton  County, 
and  still  retains  that  position, 
with  his  residence  at  Woodsville, 

N.  H.  He  is  now  president  of  the 
Woodsville  Guaranty  Savings  Bank, 
vice-president  of  the  Woodsville 
National  Bank,  trustee  of  the  Fublic 
Library,  and  is  a  mucji  loved,  re¬ 
spected  ana  successful  citizen.  He

GEORGIA  { 8 )  iENRY  WHIPFS,  born 
at  Fabyans,  N.  H, ,  September  5,  1897, 
graduated  from  Littleton  High  School 
1904  and  Welle®  ley  College  1908,  then 
taught  high  school  for  three  years  in 
the  east.  In  1911  she  felt  the  urge 
to  Go  West,  which  she  did  in  1911, 
settling  in  Helena,  Montana,  where 
she  again  taught  for  a  while;  but 
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preferring  the  business  life,  first 
took  a  position  with  a  bank,  chang¬ 
ing  to  a  law  office  in  1916.  In 
1921  8 tie  went  to  work  as  law  clerk 
and  secretary  for  the  supreme  court 
of  Montana,  whore  she  remained  until 
the  end  of  1932,  when  she  resigned.

ROUNSEVEL  FAuulLY 


FHILiF  (l)  Rounsevill,  the  emi¬ 
grant,  was  born  in  1677  and  died  Nov¬ 
ember  14,  1703,  About  1700  he  emi¬ 
grated  to  America  where  he  carried 
on  his  trade  of  clothier  {or  cloth 
dresser.).  He  possessed  to  a  re¬ 
markable  extent  the  faculty  of  "tak¬ 
ing  time  by  the  forelock,"  as  is  evid¬ 
enced  by  the  enormous  estate  which  he 
acquired,  for  however  Industriously 
he  may  have  labored  with  his  hands, 
the  estate,  so  disproportionate,  both 
in  extent  and  value,  to  that  of  his 
neighbors,  could  never  have  been  ac¬ 
quired  by  any  one  man  save  by  that 
"calculation  which  is  better  than 
hard  work,"  It  is  doubtful  whether 
his  neighbors  and  associates  were 
more  surprised  at  his  remarkable  suc¬ 
cess  in  life  than  are  those  of  the 
present  day  who  review  his  acts  to 
discover  that  intuitive  foresight 
which  taught  him  to  go  into  the  woods 
and  select  just  the  sites  and  tracts 
which  became  most  valuable  and  en¬ 
abled  him  to  levy  tribute  on  others 
by  his  power  to  forestall  their  move¬ 
ments.  One  of  his  favorite  plans  was 
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to  purchase  lands  which  others  dis¬ 
carded  as  worthless.  But,  when  mill 
8 ite s  became  wanted,  Philip  Rouneevill 
was  found  to  hold  the  key  to  almost 
every  stream,  brook,  or  rivulet,  hav+ 
ing  an  available  water  power,  for 
miles  and  miles  around.  Those  who 
had  laughed  at  his  purchase  of  land 
that  would  "starve  grasshoppers,"  to 
their  cost  found  this  land  not  only 
helped  to  hold  the  world  together 
but  hereon  was  the  site  of  a  valuable 
mill  privilege,  just  such  as  they 
coveted,  and  his  "Skunk's  misery," 
full  of  rocks  and  good  for  nothing 
as  it  was  thought,  like  the  rock  of 
Gibraltar,  controlled  mighty  waters. 

"But  wit  and  wealth  could  not  save 
his  mortal  body  from  the  grave,"  and 

so  "the  rich  man  died  and  was  buried," 
and  marking  the  spot  of  his  interment 
still  stands  a  handsomely  finished 
tombstone  bearing  an  inscription 
setting  forth  that  he  deceased  Novem* 
ber  6th,  1765,  in  hie  86th  year,  and 
also  that  he  "was  born  att  Hunneton 
in  Devonshire  in  OTd  England," 

A  letter  written  at  Honiton, 
England,  in  1710,  is  still  in  the 
possession  of  the  lineal  descendants 
of  Philip  Rounsevill,  to  whom  it  was 
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addressed  by  his  father,  William 
Rounseville  of  that  ^lace. 

The  wife  of  Fhilip  (l)  Rounse- 
vill  is  supposed  to  have  been  the 
daughter  of  Samuel  Howland  Sr.  of 
Freetown,  and  mother  of  the  entire 
Rounsevill  family  in  this  country. 

'  Samuel  Howland  Sr.  was  the  son 
of  Henry,  ono  of  the  original  sett¬ 
lers  of  Freetown.  His  Howland  fam- 

• 

ily  of  Plymouth  was  the  ancestral 
family  of  the  late  Madam  Hetty  How¬ 
land  Green  of  Bellov/s  Falls,  Vermont, 
and  New  York.  The  nest  egg  of  her 
great  fortune  was  the  legacy  she  in¬ 
herited  from  her  aunt  Hetty  Howland, 
which,  at  Hetty  Green's  death,  by 
the  terms  of  her  aunt's  will,  was 
distributed  to  all  the  descendants 
of  John  Howland  of  the  Mayflower, 
wherever  they  could  bo  found.  This 
was  the  greatest  job  about  ever  as¬ 
signed  to  New  England  genealogists. 
Some  were  located  in  Australia; 
some  were  so  remotely  removed  from 
John  as  to  receive  but  a  small  sum. 
The  genealogists  reaped  a  goodly 
harvest.

JOSEPH  (3)  ROUNSEVEL 

Joseph  {3)  Rounsevel,  son  of 
John  {2)  Rounsevel  and  his  first 
wife  {name  unknown),  was  born  Janu¬ 
ary  3,  1737.  H®  was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Washington,  and  came  from 
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Middleboro,  Mass,  between  the  years 
of  1768  and  1772.  The  family  had 
previously  resided  at  East  Freetown, 
Mass.,  and  according  to  some  ac¬ 
counts  came  from  that  town  to  Wash¬ 
ington;  but  according  to  the  best 
evidence,  Joseph  Rounaevel  came  to 
Washington  from  Middleboro.  He  set¬ 
tled  and  built  a  house  very  close  to 
the  3 pot  where  the  large  brick  house 
of  J,  Henry  Newman  now  stands.  He 
was  a  prominent  man  in  town  affairs 
and  held  many  offioes  of  trust,  in¬ 
cluding  that  of  representative  to 
the  general  court  of  the  state.. 

He  wa6  moderator  of  the  first  town 
meeting  held  after  the  name  of  the 
town  was  changed  from  Camden  to 
Washington,  He  was  active  in  busi¬ 
ness  ano  erected  a  mill  on  what  is 
now  Water  Street  at  the  center  of 
the  town.  He  died  in  1827  and  was 
buried  in  Washington. 

"Rounseville,"  the  original 
spelling  of  the  name,  was  changed 
to  the  present  form  by  Joseph 
Rounsevel  about  the  year  1768. 

Joseph  was  a  good  farmer,  a 
well  read  man,  and  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace.  He  executed  the  legal  buai- 
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ness  of  the  town  and  represented 
Washington,  with  other  towns,  in 
the  general  court.  His  children 
were: 


ALDEN  f4),  born  in  Massachus¬ 
etts,  married  Hannah  Weld  of  Wash¬ 
ington  and  resided  at  the  summit  of 
Faxon  Hill  near  the  center  of  the 
town.  He  afterwards  resided  in 
Unity,  The  date  and  place  of  his 
death  are  not  known,  although  his 
remains  are  interred  in  Washington. 
To  them  were  born:  Alden  W,  f  5) , 
June  1,  1805,  who  married  Eleanor 
Bain,  and  was  the  father  of  five 
boys,  William  B.  f6),  Charles  S. 
{6),  fa  doctor),  Elbridge  G,  f6), 
Henry  A,  {6),  and  Lyman  H.  {6) . 

CHARITY  {4)  SPOONER,  born  in 
Massachusetts  in  1764,  married 
Manasseh  {4)  Farnsworth  of  Washing¬ 
ton  July  8,  1784. 

PHEBE  f4),  JOHN  {4),  ROSAMOND 
t4),  and  ROYAL  f4). 

This  Joseph  (3)  Rounsevel  was 
the  great,  great,  grandfather  of 
Huldah  to,  Farnsworth,  daughter  of 
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Alden  Farnsworth. 


Like  the  Spooners  and  the  Farns¬ 
worths,  the  Rounsevels  furnished  many 
men  for  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Philip  was  a  private  in  Captain  Jos¬ 
eph  Norton's  \ Freetown)  company, 

Col.  John  Hathaway's  Regiment;  ent¬ 
ered  sorvice  August  4,  1780,  dis-  . 
charged  August  7,  1780,  service  4 
days;  company  marched  to  Rhode  Is¬ 
land  on  the  alarms  of  July  27  and 
August  2,  1780, 

Rounsovel,  Levi,  Capt.s- 
Williarr.  Rounsovel  had  the 
same  record  as  Philip, 

Six  Rounsevels  are  listed  in 
this  volume,  from  the  same  locality, 
and  no  doubt,  from  the  same  original 
family.

WILLlAii  O)  SPOONER  { 1622-1684) 
of  Colchester,  England,  apprenticed 
himaelf  to  John  Holmes  of  New  Ply¬ 
mouth,  in  America,  gentleman,  and 
was  transferred  on  July  1,  1637,  to 
John  Coombs  of  Plymouth,  gentleman. 

He  comported  himaelf  with  so  much 
diligence  and  faithfulness,  and  be¬ 
came  so  much  a  part  of  the  family  of 
his  employer  that,  on  the  death  of 
Mr.  Coombs,  the  court  ordered  him  to 
care  for  those  who  were  left,  as  well 
as  to  pay  his  master's  debts.  His 
first  wife  Elizabeth  died  April  28, 
1648,  and  Mr.  Coombs  in  August  of 
that  year.  On  March  18,  1651,  he 
married  for  his  second  wife  Hannah 
Pratt,  and  to  them  were  born  John 
(2),  Sarah  (2)  tarried  John  Sher¬ 
man),  Samuel  {2),  Martha  {2), 

William  {2),  Isaac  (2),  Hannah  (2), 
Ebenezer •  (2),  Mercy  (2). 

From  1643  William  (l)  Spooner 
was  a  member  of  the  Plymouth  Militia. 
Later,  in  1654,  he  settled  in  Fly- 
mouth  and  is  listed  as  a  surveyor  of 
highways,  this  year  marking  the  date 
of  his  becoming  a  freeman.  In  1660 
he  moved  to  Dartmouth,  where,  with 
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others,  he  founded  the  town  and  be¬ 
came  one  of  its  town  officers  ana 
a  very  respected  citizen. 

JOHN  (2)  SPOONER,  oldest  son 
of  William  and  Hannah  Pratt  Spooner. 

(See  Spooner  Book) 

JOHN  (3)  SFOONER,  son  of  John 
(2).  (See  Spooner  Book) 

JELUTHAN  (4)  SFOONER  was  born 
April  10,  1706,  and  died  in  1740. 

He  married  for  his  first  wife  Ruth 
Jenney,  and  to  them  were  born  two 
children,  Lettis  and  Desire  Jenney. 

JOHN  JENNEY  came  to  America  in 
1623  in  the  " James" ,  settling  at 
Flymouth,  where  lie  became  a  highly 
respected  and  useful  citizen  of  Ply¬ 
mouth.  In  Leyden,  on  November  1, 
1614,  he  married  Sarah  Carey.  Their 
eldest  child  was  Samuel;  his  mother 
was  one  of  the  original  purchasers 
of  Dartmouth.  Samuel  married  Ann, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Lettis. 
Ohe  of  their  children  was  Lettis 
Jenney,  who  married  at  Dartmouth 
Desire  .  Later,  for  his  sec- 


onri  wife  he  married  Elizabeth  Young, 
and  it  w as  their  daughter  Ruth  who 
married  Jeduthan  (4)  Spooner  on 
September  5,  1711. 

After  tie  death  of  Ruth,  Jedu¬ 
than  (4)  married  Sarah  Waite,  a 
young  woman.  He  died  in  1740  and 
Sarah  was  the  administratrix  of  his 
estate.  He  left  some  means,  as  the 
Spooners  were  always  thrifty.  Sarah 

was  still  young  and  later  married 
John  (8)  Rounsevel,  son  of  that 
wealthy  old  Philip  (1)  Rounseville, 
the  wizard  for  money  making.  She 
was  his  second  wife  and  bore  him  a 
daughter  Elizabeth,  who  married 
Charity  {4)  Spooner’s  couBin,  Alden 
(4)  Spooner,  so  Alden  became  also  a 
half  brother-in-law  to  Charity  and 
Charity's  half-sister,  Elizabeth, 
became  her  cousin  by  marriage.  Then 
Charity  {4)  married  Joseph  Rounsevel, 
a  son  of  her  step-father  tJ°hn 
Rounsevel).  Charity  {5)  Spooner 
Rounsevel,  a  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Charity  Rounsevel,  married 
Manasseh  Farnsworth. 

Jeduthan  t4) ,  with  several  other 
Spooners,  was  enlisted  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution.  He  first  was  a 
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corporal  in  Captain  Thomas  Kempton's 
company  of  Minute-men, ’’which  marched 
April  21,  1775,  in  response  to  the 
alarm  of  April  19,  1775 ;  service  5 
days.  On  August  21,  1777,  he  en¬ 
listed  as  a  private  in  Captain 
Timothy  Paige’s  company,  Col.  Janes 
Converse's  regiment,  one  was  dis¬ 
charged  August  31,  1777,  service  10 
day3;  the  company  marched  to  Benn¬ 
ington  on  an  alarm." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the 
different  spellings  of  the  name  as 
founo  in  the  records.  Spooner, 
Sponer,  Spouner,  apparently  refer  to 
the  same  family,  as  the  marriage  in¬ 
tentions  of  Aulden  (Alden)  Spooner 
(Sponer,  Spouner)  and  Elizabeth 
(Elisabeth)  Rouncefull  (Rouncifell) 
of  Freetown  would  indicate.

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WHITNEY  FAMILY 


The  surname  Whitney  was  origin¬ 
ally  a  place  name,  and  the  family 
takes  its  name  from  the  parish  which 
is  located  in  England,  County  Here¬ 
ford,  upon  the  extreme  western  bor¬ 
der  adjoining  Wales,  through  which 
flows  the* beautiful  river  Wye. 

Doubtless  the  appearance  of  the  riv¬ 
er  t meaning  in  Saxon  "white  water," 
from  "hwit"  (white)  and  "ey"  (water), 
gave  to  the  place  its  name. 

The  coat-of-arms  of  the  Whitney 
family  of  Whitney  is:  Azure,  acoss 
chequyor  and  gules.  Crest:  a  bull’s 
head  couped  sable,  armed  argent,  the 
points  gules. 

The  English  ancestry  of  John 
Whitney,  the  immigrant  who  settled 
in  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  has 
been  established  by  Henry  Melville 
and  presented  in  an  exquisitely  print 
ed  and  illustrated  volume.  Very  few 
American  families  have  their  English 
genealogy  in  such  well  authenticated 
and  satisfactory  form.  An  abstract 
of  the  English  ancestry  is  given 
below, 

(I)  TURST Hi ,  "the  Fleming," 
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otherwise  known  as  Turstin  de  V!ig- 

• 

more,  probably  also  as  Turstin,  son 
of  Rolf,  and  Turstin  "the  white", 
was  a  follower  of  William  the  Con¬ 
queror.  He  was  mentioned  in  the 
Domesday  book  us  an  extensive  land 
holder  in  Herefordshire  and  the 
Marchos  of  Walos.  He  married  Agnes, 
daughter  of  Alurid  de  fcjerleberge,  a 
Norman  baron  of  Ewais  Castlo,  in 
the  Marches  of  Wales. 

^11)  EUSTACE,  eon  of  Turstin  {l), 
was  a  benefactor  of  the  monastery  of 
St.  Peter  in  Gloucester.  He  or  one 
of  his  immediate  descendants,  took 
the  surname  De  Whitney  from  Whitney 
of  the  Wye,  in  the  Marches  of  Wales, 
where  his  principal  castle  was  locat¬ 
ed.  The  estate  comprised  over  2000 
acres  and  remained  in  the  family  un¬ 
til  1893,  when  it  was  sold,  there 
being  no  member  of  the  family  to 
hold  it.  The  castle  has  entirely 
disappeared,  but  it  is  believed  to 
be  in  ruins  under  the  Wye,  which  has 
in  the  course  of  years  changed  its 
path.  The  castle  was  probably  built 
on  an  artificial  mound  surrounded  by 
a  moat  fed  by  the  rivor,  which  grad- 
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u&lly  undermined  the  castle,  which 
was  at  last  disintegrated, 

(III)  SIR  ROBERT  de  WHITNEY, 
a  direct  depcendant  of  Eustace  (2), 
was  living  in  1242  and  was  mentioned 
in  the  "Testa  de  Nevill,"  Three  or 
four  intervening  generations  can  not 
be  stated  with  certainty. 

{IV)  SIR  EUSTACE  de  WHITNEY, 
son  of  Sir  Robert  {3),  gave  deed  to 
the  monastery  of  St.  Peter  in  1280, 
referring  to  and  confirming  the  deed 
of  his  ancestors  above  mentioned. 

He  was  Lord  of  Pencombe,  Little  Cow¬ 
arn  and  Whitney  in  1281;  was  granted 
free  warren  by  Edward  I  in  1284; 
summoned  to  ware  beyond  the  seas  in 
1297;  tenant  of  part  of  the  manor  of 
Huntington  in  1209;  in  Scotch  war  in 
1301  •  Hb  was>  possibly  grandson  in¬ 
stead  of  son  of  Sir  Robert.

{V)  SIR  EUSTACE  de  WHITNEY, 
son  of  Sir  Eustace  {4),  was  knighted 
by  Edward  I  in  1306  and  was  a  member 
of  Parliament  for  Herefordshire  in 
1313  and  1352. 
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(VI)  SIR  ROBERT  do  .< HITNEY , 
eon  of  Sir  Eustace  (5),  was  one  of 
two  hundred  gentlemen  who  went  to 
Milan  in  the  retinue  of  the  Duke  of 
Clarence  on  the  occasion  of  the  let¬ 
ter's  marriage  inlQfi}..  He  was  a 
member  of  Parliament  for  Hereford¬ 
shire  in  1377,  1379  and  1380*  and 
Sheriff  in  1377. 

(VII)  SIR  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son 
of  Sir  Robert  (6),  was  sent  abroad 
to  negotiate  treaty  with  the  court  of 
Flanders  in  1389;  member  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  for  Herefordshire  in  1391.  Ho 
was  sent  to  France  to  deliver  the 
castle  and  town  of  Cherbourg  to  the 
King  of  Navarre  in  1593,  was  Knight 
Marshal  in  the  court  of  Richard  II; 
sent  on  King's  business  to  Ireland 
in  1394.  He  was  killed  with  his  bro¬ 
ther  •  nd  most  of  his  relatives  at 
the  battle  of  Filleth,  1402, 

(VIII)  SIR  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son 
of  Sir  Robert  (7),  was  granted  the 
castle  of  Clifford  and  Glasbury  by 
Henry  IV  in  1404,  on  accouht  of  the 
services  of  his  father.  He  was  sher¬ 
iff  of  Herefordshire  in  1413,  1428, 
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1433,  1437;  member  of  Parliament 
1416,  1422.  He  fought  in  the  French 
war  under  Henry  V  and  was  captain  of 
the  castle  and  town  of  Vere  in  1420. 

He  was  named  as  one  of  the  five 
knights  in  Herefordshire  in  1433, 
and  died  Iterch  12,  1441. 

(IX)  SIR  EUSTACE  de  WHITNEY, 
son  of  Sir  Robert  (8),  was  born  in 
1411.  He  was  head  of  a  commission 
sent  to  Wales  by  Henry  VI  in  1455 
and  was.  member  of  parliament  for 
Herefordshire  in  1460.  He  married 

Janet  Russell  for  his  first  wife, 
and  Jane  Clifford  for  his  second, 

(X)  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son  of  Sir 
Eustace  (9),  was  probably  a  knight, 
and  was  an  active  participant  in  the 
War  of  the  Roses,  and  was  attainted 
a9  a  Yorkist  in  1459.  He  was  proba¬ 
bly  at  the  battle  of  Mortimer's  Cross 
in  1461.  He  was  the  subject  of  a  po¬ 
em  by  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  hie  marriage  to  Alice,  the 
great  grand-daughter  of  Sir  David 
Garn.  He  married  first  Alice, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Vaughn;  second, 
Constance  Touchett,  who  was  the 

.mother  of  his  sons.  She  was  descend- 
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ed  U*om  William  the  Conqueror,  through 
the  second  wife  of  Edward  I,  King  of 
England. 

{XI)  JAtoES  WHITNEY,  son  of 
Robert  {10),  was  appointed  receiver 
of  Newport,  part  of  tlie  estate  of  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  confiscated  by 
Henry  VII  in  1522.  He  married 
Blanche,  daughter  and  heir  of  Simeon 
Wilbourne . 

{XII)  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son  of 
James  (ll),  was  Icomb,  and  in  charge 
of  other  confiscated  estates.  He 
was  sheriff  of  Gloustershire  in  1527, 
1528,  1529,  1530.  He  was  nominated 
Knight  of  the  Bath  by  Henry  VIII  at 
the  coronation  of  Anne  Boleyn  in 
1531,  was  granted  part  of  income  of 
monastery  of  Brewern  in  1535,  furn¬ 
ished  forty  men  to  put  down  rebellion 
in  1536.  Ho  was  named  to  attend  upon 
the  King's  person.  He  died  in  1541 
and  his  will  was  proved  on  June  11, 
1541.  He  married  Margaret  Wye. 

{XIII)  SIR  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son 
of  Robert  {12),  was  knighted  the  day 
after  Queen  Mary's  coronation  in  Oct¬ 
ober,  1553.  He  was  summoned  before 


the  privy  council  in  1555  and  1559. 

He  was  member  of  Parliament  for 
Herefordshire  in  1559  and  died  Aug- 
uet  4,  1567.  He  married  Sybil  Bask— 
erville,  a  descendant  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  through  the  first  wife  of 
Edward  I, 

(XIV)  ROBERT  WHITNEY,  son  of 
Sir  Robert  (13),  was  mentioned  in 
the  will  of  his  father,  and  also  in 
an  inquisition  taken  after  the  lat¬ 
ter's  death.  Hs  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Morgan  Guillims,  or 
Dugl in . 

(XV)  THOutS  WHITNEY,  son  of 
Robert  (i4),  was  of  Westminster, 
Gentleman.  He  was  buried  at  St. 
Margaret's  April  14,  1637.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Bray, 

of  Westminster.  He  was  buried  at  St. 
Margaret's  September  25,  1629, 
Children:  (l)  John,  the  American 
emigrant,  settled  at  Watertown, 

J  (2)  Nicholas;  (3)  William; 

(4)  Richard;  (5)  Margaret;  (6)  Anne.

From  the  Barnet  history,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1923  by  Frederic  Falmer 
Wells,  are  some  interesting  notes  re¬ 
garding  the  ancestors  of  William 
Kingsley  Low,  husband  of  Huldah  M. 
Farnsworth,  The  following  bit  was 
furnished  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Roy,  who  gave 
much  valuable  information  and  data 
regarding  this  part  of  Barnet: 

"On  the  Hazen  road  where  it 
crosses  the  line  from  Ryegate  at  the 
bridge  over  Jewett  brook,  is  a  ham¬ 
let  which  has  been  known  from  a  time 
beyond  the  memory  of  old  people  as 
Dow  Village.  Some  families  of  the 
name  lived  there  and  the  name  lias 
outlived  all  personal  knowledge  of 
the  families." 
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Then  on  another  page  in  this 
same  history  is  the  "Kinsley"  fam¬ 
ily,  but  the  name  shows  a  change  as 
spelled  by  William  Kingsley  Dow,

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WAR  RECORD  OF  SAMUEL  HEATH  \Z)  DOW 


Samuel  Heath  {3)  Dow  enlisted 
at  Greensboro,  Vt.,  Aug.  29,  1361,  in 
Company  D.,  4th  Reg.,  mustered  at 
Brattleboro,  Sept.  26,  1961.  He  saw 
service  in  the  secona  battle  of  Bull 
Run,  after  which  l.e  remained  at  Fort 
Ellsworth  until  about  Feb.  15,  1863. 
Prior  to  this  he  had  been  for  some 
time  In  hospital,  serving  as  nurse 
while  undergoing  treatment.  He  then 

rejoined  his  company  at  Belle  Flain, 
Va.j  was  with  it  during  the  battles 
at  St.  Marie's  Heights,  secona  Fred¬ 
ericksburg,  Gettysburg,  Funkstown, 
Rappahannock  Station  and  Mine  Run.  He 
re-enlisted  Feb.  10,  1364,  going  home 
on  a  35  days'  furlough,  rejoining  hie 
company  at  Brandy  Station  March  17. 

He  was  wounded  by  a  minnie  ball  at 

the  Battle  of  the  Wilderness,  May  5, 
and  sent  to  Fredericksburg,  then  to 
Washington,  and  thenoe  to  Brattleboro. 
From  there  he  was  sent  to  Cl iff burn 

Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  re¬ 
joined  his  company  July  11  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  continued  with  it  during 
the  battles  of  Charlestown,  Winchester 
and  Fisher's  Hill.  He  was  detailed 
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at  Petersburg  soon  after  the  latter 
engagement,  remained  detailed  at 
Petersburg  until  shortly  before  the 
capture;  sent  to  his  company  and  re¬ 
mained  with  it  until  mustered  out  at 
Ball's  Cross  Roads,  Va.,  July  13, 
1865. 

WAR  RECORL  OF  Aiv.OS  STEVENSON  {3)  DOW. 

Amoe  Stevenson  {3)  Dow  ran  away 
from  homo  at  the  age  of  16,  gave  his 
age  as  18  and  enlisted,  but  was  re¬ 
turned  home.  He  re-enlisted  at  the 
■  age  of  18,  Nov.  7,  1863,  in  Company 
F.,  11th  Reg.;  remained  with  the  conv- 
pany  until  about  Juno  20,  1864,  when 
he  was  sent  to  the  general  hospital 
at  City  Point  on  account  of  illness; 
remained  there  about  six  weeks;  he 
then  rejoined  his  company  and  was 
with  it  during  all  its  movements;  was 
transferred  to  Company  C.,  11th  Reg. 
June  23,  1865,  and  was  mustered  out 
with  the  regiment  August  25,  1865. 

He  was  wounded  by  a  minnie  ball  be¬ 
hind  the  ear  at  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg. 
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
